The Board of Health and the 
8anltary Department have each cx- 
preaaed themselves in definite terms 
and with perfect willingness to eradi- 
cate these feeeders of the dath rate 
one thlr hands ar utiujL, U Is the 
first and unavoidable duty of Coun- 
cil to discharge the latter pressing mis 
ton- It can only be done by making 
fflclent appropriation to Insure the 
systematic cleansing of city promises 
and give the Hanltary Detriment au- 
thority and means to remove all class 
es of disease-breeding accumulations.
